Exhibitors of fine cattle, who 
have to send them the day preceding the 
fair, can thus show their stock in good con- 
dition, and will not be deterred from send- 
ing when the weather is inauspicious. It is 
a sorrowful fact that not a thoroughbred 
animal of the bovine species is exhibited at 
some of our largest shows, though many are 
in the vicinity. 

Second—The premiums on thoroughbred 
bulls and herds of cows, should be advanced 
to an equality with those on horses. We 
have a good many animals among our 
breeders of fine cattle, equal in value to any 
horses in the State, and very few horse 
stables can compete in value with those cons 
taining a herd of Durham, Ayrshire, Devon

WHITE NOSED JERSEYS. 
Editor Masssshuettie Fleughaan : 


Isee in your last issue, you copy from 
the Farm and Fireside, an article on Jersey 
cows. As you don’t give the name of the 
writer, still Lindorse it as my own expe- 
rience. There is a strong debate going 
on among Jersey stock men in regard 
to what color the thoroughbred Jersey 
cow's nose should be, some contending 
that except a Jersey cow has got a black 
nose she can’t be thoroughbred; all of 
which I beg leave to differ from. I have 
known the Jersey stook for fifty years; for 
the last sixteen years have imported and 
raised the Jerseys, and now say, without 
the fear of contra:liction, that in the Island 
of Jersey there are cows with a white nose. 
I can now refer to stock imported from 
Jersey, that have a white nose—and have 
known calves dropped from an imported 
dam and sire, with a white nose, and a white 
nose producing black nosed calves. I eon- 
sider the color of the nose no criterion as 
to purity of blood. I would not be under- 
stood but that the black nose is largely 
predominent in the Island of Jersey. 

There is a mark which I consider much 
more essential belonging to a pure bred 
Jersey, which is the color of the tail. Al- 
though I have never heard it alluded to by 
breeders in this country, 1 ~culd respect- 
fully ask, who that was ever on the Island 
of Jersey, or saw any cattle imported from 
thet island, saw one with adark colored 
tail. I never did, and I should like to hear 
from any gentleman that has been on the 
island, or imported stock from there, that 
ever saw a Jersey with a dark colored tail, 
The tail should be perfectly white, a half, 
or two-thirds from the bottom of tail to

OORN HUSKS. 

A correspondent of the Farmer's Adver- 
| fiver, on the value of corn husks, states the 
| following facts : 
| It has been discovered in Austria, that 
| sixty per cent, of the weight of corn husks 

are of value in the arts. They obtain, from 
every 100 lbs. of husks, 20 pounds of excel- 
lent varieties of paper, 25 lbs. of long fibre, 
| suitable for spinning and weaving into « 
|clotk of great strength, and capacity [for re- 
| sisting all tendency to decompostion, and 15 
| pounds of farinaceous substance, which, by 
litself, or added to wheat flour, makes an 
| excellent bread, that wilt keep sweet and 
{good for months, and is thus well adapted to 
| supply the place of hard tack in armies and 
| at sea. 

Of their value to the upholsterer, he

Husks are now worth $70 per ton in St. 
Louis, for the manufacture of mattrasses. 
This is from four to six times the value of 
jhay.

I think men engaged 
in other pursuits, who buy farms, expecting 
to find nothing but pleasure and profit im 
agriculture, are generally very glad of an 
opportunity to dispose of them. Such men 
seldom regret selling. But with a farmer 
the case is very different. He either sells 
because he thinks he can buy a better ox 
cheaper farm, or because he is tired of farm- 
ing, and pr.poses to live in the city. In the 
latter case he is almost certain to wish him- 
self back again on the farm. I heard of 
such acase the other day.

It pays the expense a hundred 
fold in its preserving influence against the 
effects of the weather. The older and more 
weather beaten the shingles, the more bene- 
fit derived. 

— 8. P. Mayberry writes to the Maine 
Farmer: “A few years since we used to 
cultivate amongst our apple trees, but took 
a lesson from nature. Now we know that 
forest trees drop their leaves, which serve 
both to protect the roots and loosen the soil. 
This we imitate by mulching with straw and 
meadow hay, which we find preferable tu 
cultivating the soil, as it is less work and 
better secures the object in view.” 

— Some idea of the capacity of Southern 
Illinois, as a fruit bearing and fruitful re 
gion, may be gathered from the figures show- 
ing shipments of large and small fruits 
the past season. In all, southern Illinois 
shipped fourteen thousand bushels of ber- 
ries, and three hundred and eighty-nine 
thousand baskets of peaches for foreign con- 
sumption, besides an incredible quantity 
canned for future use within her borders, 
and an equal quantity dried. 

— To save his face from the whisking of 
his cow’s tails, while milking, a Herkimer 
county, N. Y., dairyman stretches a stout 
wire across the stable, immediately back of 
the cows. Inthe brush of each cow’s tail 
he fastens a small iron ring. A hook upon 
the wire secures the offensive member out

~ PORK MAKING. 


There is some inquiry about how many 
ounds of pork one bushel of corn will make. 
have experimented a great dea! with differ- 

ent breeds of hogs, prt ¢ the most satisfactory 
was the Cheeter County hogs. 

On the first day of pom 1866, I put up 
two Chesters, one weighed one hundred and 
twenty pounds, the other ninety pounds— 
weight of both two hundred and ten pounds. 
I weighed out three bushels of corn in the 
ear—seventy-five pounds per bushel. I was 
very careful that the pigs had all the water 
they wanted, and no corn was wasted. 
When they had eaten the three bushels of 
corn, they weighed two hundred and sixty 
pounds, making sixteen and two-thirds 
pounds of pork for each bushel of corn fed. 

I have never fed cooked feed, and don’t 
know the difference between the two modes 
of feeding. Iam more convinced every day 
that the Chester hogs are the best breed of 
large hogs that I know of. I have hed 
some experience with the Berkshire, Suffolk, 
China, Poland, Russian, and other breeds; 
they all have some good qualities, but I 
should prefer the Chester for all uses. I 
don’t think that there is a white hog in the 
country that is not claimed as # thorough- 
bred Chester by the owner.—JU, Cor. Amer~ 
ican Stock Journal. 

LARGE FARMS. 

As machinery cannot be used to its fullest 
extent and with the greatest economy on 
small farms, Mr. J. Harris says in the 
American Agriculturist that in this country 
we must have larger farms. The tendency 
is already apparent. We may deplore it, 
and argue against it, but cannot stop it. He 
adds: It is certainly far better to have a 
small farm highly cultivated than to have a 
large one half tilled. Buta large farm may 
be cultivated as highly as a small one—and

The interest was 
twenty-five millions, due January Ist, which 
was as much a part of the debt as the princi- 
pal, but the Secretary takes no account of it 
till paid, when he is obliged to put it in the 
shape of increase of the debt. The debt has 
not actual'y increased in January, but has 
diminished according to his figures, allowing 
for the payment of the interest at the 
amount stated.

The high price of gold has stimulated the 
market for Government securities, and a material 
advance has been gained on some classes, with 
increased sales. 

The stock market has shown quite an improve- 
ment. The demand for investment in all the 
leading dividend paying classes has beea active, 
and quite an advance has been gained on some 
et the more popular securities. Bank shares 
continue to receive better bids, but with limited 
sales. 

Railroads are active at improving prices, with 
increased transactions. 

Manufacturing sales are less frequent, as few 
are offered at previ-us prices. 

The speculative securities show a steadily 
improving business at improving piices. 

Business generally is steadily improving as the 
season advances. Manufacturers have been 
materially encouraged im the hope that the 
action of the recent conventions throughout the 
country in their behalf, would influence Congress 
to afford relief from the excessive taxation, 
which is now so injurious to their interests. 

The Dry Goods trade is active, in some branches 
is quite lively, and some styles of goods have
